AFTER CAREER AS GUN FIGHTER 
HIS OWN BULLET DISABLES HIM 


Wild West Policeman Is Shot 
When He Trips With Re- 
volver in His Hand. 


After an exciting career as a gun- 
fighter, including battles with road 
agents on the Western plains and the 
shooting of a highwayman in 8t. Louis, 
Policeman Louis (Wild West) Scheibly 
accidentally shot himself with his own 
revolver in a tailor shop Monday. Sur- 
geons at the city hospital say he may 
not recover, as the bullet passed entirely 
through his body above the hips. 

Scheibly received a gold medal in#1909 
for the best arrest during the year. It 
was the capture of Del McAtee, whom, 
with an accomplice, Schelbly saw hold 
up &@ man on West Belle place near 
Newstead avenue. The policeman pur- 
sued the robbers and shot McAtee, who 
recovered three months later. 

Scheibly entered Samuel Mandei’s tail- 
or shop, 4506 Page boulevard, Monday 
afternoon and was hailed by Abraham 
Meier, an apprentice. 

“What kind of a revolver have you?” 
asked the boy, who had heard of Schel- 
bly’s exploits. The policeman told him 
and the boy asked to see it. Scheibly 
drew the pistol from its hoister and 
started across the shop. He tripped 
over the edge of an oilcloth and struck 
his elbow against a sewing machine. 
The jar caused him to pull the trigger. 
The bullet entered his right side and 
lodged under the skin on the left side. 

The policeman did not lose his self- 
command. Despite his wound, he re- 
fused to He ‘down in the office of Dr. 
D. C. Todd, who administered tempor- 
ary treatment, but insisted upon sitting 
upright in a chair and telling how he 
was injured. He walked to the ambu- 
lance when it arrived, with a supporting 
arm at either side. 
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had promised to afford facilities for the 
consideration of the woman’s franchise 
bill.

It was not long be- 
fore he recognized that he was in a hos- 
tile camp, for, without any prelimina- 
ries, Miss Henrietta Williams struck the 
Government leader, at the same time 
exclaiming: “You tax women as heavily 
as men, yet women are not represented 
in Parllament.’’ 

Shrill police. whistles brought officers 
from nearby quarters, and as the wom- 
en struggled’ among themselves for the 
privilege of striking him the Premier 
was hustled into a taxicab. 

As the car startéd off .with a bound 
Miss Williams made another attempt 
to reach its occupant, and in doing so 
put her fist through the glass of the 
window. She was pulled away, still 
crying: “Traitor, coward!” About 100 
women were arrested. : 

Bamboo Poles as Weapons. 

The trouble did not end with Asquith’s 
escape. Robbed of their special prey, 
a big body of women broke through the 
police barrier and reached Downing 
street. For a considerable time pan- 
demonium reigned in the vicinity of 
the ministerial residences and Govern- 
ment offices. 

Shrieking women, many of them 
armed with bamboo poles that had been 
used to stpport banners but now served 
as lances, fought like amazons, des- 
perately attacking the police and claw- 
ing and kicking to such good purpose 
that the police line was broken-and the 
policemea forced to temporarily retire.

About $22,500 worth of adulterated co- 
caine has been sold by four dealers 
since March 1, at a profit of more than 
$19,000, according to estimates from the 
entries in a notebook found by the po- 
lice Tuesday in the possession of Charies 
Reed, 914 North Tenth street. He ad- 
mitted that he had acted as middleman 


between a wholesale druggist and retail 
dealers in cocaine. 

The memoranda in the book showed 
that in nine months Reed sold $2302 
worth of pure cocaine to Mamie Walk- 
er, Robert Greer, ‘‘Boston Jack” and 
Archie McClellan, known as ‘“Steam- 
Boat Kelly.’” Each ounce of cocaine 
is usually diluted by the dealers to 
about eight times its weight with mag- 
resia, ‘acetanilid and pulverized sugar. 
One ounce of pure cocaine costs about 
$8, and is retailed, after its adultera- 
tion, at $64. ,; 

Extent of Traffic Revealed, 

It is calculated by the police that, 
since March 1, the retailers have dis- 
posed of 89,664 boxes of cocaine, or about 
500 a day. Each box contains about 
five “‘jolis,”’ or doses of the poison, The

In the case of the Light and 
Development Co. no such permits had 
been issued. 

Granted in 1884. 

The franchise was granted to Aloe, 
Hernstein & Co. in 188 and in Feb., 
1909, it was acquired by the Light and 
Development Co., of which Hugo Wur- 
dack is president. The, Shoenbergs of 
the May Department Stores Co., are 
among the principal financial backers 
of the Light and Development Co., 
which relied upon th anchise to start 
ia the electric light bus on a large 
scale in St. Louis. 

Wurdack told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that a motion for a new trial will be

PEASANTS HONOR HIM 


Country Folk View Body in 
State; Sons Carry Casket 
on Foot Two Miles.

TULA, Russia, Nov. 22.—Count. Leo 
Tolstoy was buried today on the hill 
that knew him as a.child. 

Just before sunset the casket was car- 


ried to the grave, about which the farily 
and close friends of the author knelt. 
The choir safg “Everlasting Memory.” 
There was no other ceremony. 

The casket was lowered into the 
ground, the filling in proceeded at once 
and within a half hour from the time 
the funeral party arrived at the spot a 
mound of broken earth marked the 
chosen resting place of the Russian re- 
former. 

Peasants Attend Ceremony. 

Throughout the night and during the 
early hours of today special trains ar- 
rived at Zaseika, the railway station 
near Yasnaya Poliana estate, bearing 
delegations to the funeral. Students 
from Moscow occupied 2 coaches, 

Following Tolstoy’s written request, 
his grave has been made under “Pbdv- 
erty Oak, in the spot where in child- 
hood we buried a green rocking horse.” 

This reference was to an episode in 
the early life of Tolstoy and his broth- 
ers, who, with childish rites, consigned 


1to the earth a hobby horse in the belief 


that when it was disinterred a reign 
of happiness would be inaugurated. . 

The novelist often referred to the dis- 
position of his body, and in directions 
left specified explicitly that the cere- 
mony incident thereto should be “of the 
simplest, without the rites of the ortho- 
dox church.” 

Sons Are Pallbearers, 

The special train bringing the body 
from Astapova arrived At the Zaseika 
Station at 8 o'clock this morning. The 
funeral party was met by throngs of 
mourning peasants, who had since day 
light been wending their way. from the 
surrounding countryside. 

According to the Russian custom, Tol- 
stoy’s sons were pallbearers and carried 
the casket on their shoulders over the 
two miles between the station and the 
novelist’s home at Yasnaya Poliana. 

The route was through a small wood, 
across gently sloping fields and through 
the wooded park of the estate to the 
house, 

The way was lined with mourrers. 
Peasants marched at the head of the 
procession carrying white banners in- 
scribed “‘Leo Nikolaisvitch; the memory 
of your goodness will never fade from 
the minds of us orphaned peasants,’’ 

Body Lies in State. 

Following the peasants were two stu- 
dent choirs chanting memorial hymns 
and four carriages filled with wreaths. 
Then came the sons walking slowly 
under the weight of the casket. The 
Countess and others of the family fol- 
lowed afoot. 

At the house the casket was placed on 
a catafaique erected in the author's fa- 
vorite room. This had been emptied of 
its furniture and was barren, except for 
the cherished bookcase, a portrait of 
Tolstoy's brother and a bust of Buddha. 

Here in the old home from which Tol- 
stoy fled 12 days ago to seek solitude that 
was to be denied him, the body lay in 
state. The public was freely admitted 
to the room and for several hours an un- 
broken line of peasant folk and others 
of less humble circumstances passed 
reverently before the bier. The inter- 
ment on @ hill in Aforun Wood was 
deferred till late in the afternoon.

lived in the home of Mrs, Hyslip’s

At that time her son, the dentist, lived 
next door. William Hyslip then worked 
in partnership with Dr. Channing New- 
hall, a dentist in Thirty- fourth street, 
since deceased, and a Dr. Messenger, 
who also is dead. 

After the false teeth were made by 
Hyslip, several gold fillings were placed 
in the lower teetS by Dr. Messenger. 
Another dentist who occupies offices 
with three others, and who now has a. 
the records ef the Lewis transaction, 
is Dr. Netty, now living in Germany. 

“Lewis at the time we knew him was 
a waiter, but always had: good posi- 
tions,’’ said Mrs. Hyslip. ‘He had plen- 
ty of money and was a neat dresser. 
He waa acquainted with the Meagher 
family st that time, for I have heard 
him mention their name. Mrs. Meagher 
had a s‘ster, and from his conversations 
I always had an idea that he wanted 
to marry her, but that she would not 
have him. He kept up acquaintance 
with my sister, Mrs. Thomas Crystlen, 
whosd Rusband is employed in a bakery 
in Catnarine street, and it was she who 
told us of his disappearance.”’ 

Mrs. Julia Alexander says that Lewis 
lived in one of her rooms in the fali 
of 1902—-he went to the Meagher home 
in the late winter of 1902 with the now 
famous trunk, say the Meaghers—and 
while living in the house a friend, sup- 
posedly an artist by the name of Cal- 
lier, visited Lewis frequently.

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TERMINALS--HERE AND IN CHICAGO. 
The railroads of Chicago, each of which ‘owns 
its own terminals, have agreed to abolish all 
switching charges within a zone covering 460 
square miles. Investigation of the new arrange- 
ment by a Post-Dispatch reporter disclosed that 
by this is meant that freight in car lots will be 
delivered free on the terminals of any railroad 
entering Chicago, no matter what road hauls it 
into the city. Similarly freight-may be shipped 
out of Chicago over any railroad without switch- 
ing charges, no matter on what line the business 
originates. 

The switching charges will be absorbded. 
There wtll be no advance in freight rates. 

This new arrangement gives Chicago shippers 
all the advantage which attaches to union 
terminals with none of the yenalties. It is the 
final concession wrung from the railroads and 
comes as the reward of two years of effort and 
determined, concerted action by the Illinois Man- 
ufacturers’ Association. It means millions of 
dollars annually to Chicago industries. 

How many millions railroads entering Chicago 
have spent on terminals is not known, but in the 
last 10 years over $100,000,000 hasgbeen spent for 
the single item of track elevation and the abolish- 
ment of grade crossings. This is ‘more than 
twice the cost of the whole St. Louis terminal 
system, including bridges, ferries and depots. 
Still the Chicago railroads have yielded to the 
demand that switching charges be abolished. 

Comparison of the growth in business, wealth 
and population between Chicago and 8t. Louis 
would be idle. But in this last culminating con- 
cession from the railroads there is a humiliation 
for St. Louls which Chicago has not before 
equaled. 

In St. Louis, union terminals are and have long 
been a reality. But St. Louis still pays millions 
a year for what will henceforth cost Chicago, 
with no union terminals, nothing. 

The railroads which own the St. Louis termina! 
system have said repeatedly that the illogical 
and extortionate arbitrary cannot be abolished. 
But in Chicago they have abolished rational and 
reasonable switching charges. 

The railroads which own the St. Louis termina] 
monopoly say the extortionate arbitrary cannot be 
absorbed. In Chicago the railroads have agreed 
to absorb charges which were not at all extor- 
tionate. 

In St. Louis the railroads say the city’s com- 
merce must bear the burden of the terminal sys- 
tem’s cost.

Why do the railroads make a free zone for 
Chicago big enough to include St. Louis and 
East 8t. Louis twice over, and say in St. Louis 
that they can’t put the two cities in the same 
zone or on an even footing? 

Why do the same railroads haul coal from the 
St. Louts district to Chicago for one-ffth the 
rate per ton per mile they charge St. Louis? 

Why do the same railroads agree to do in 
Chicago what they aver cannot be done in 
St. Louis? . 

Why is it the ratiroads talk sense in Chicag 
and nonsense in St. Louis? | 
To all these questions there is but one answer: 
The arbitrary can be abolished.

The wheat market started higher to- 
day on additional cables reporting crop 
damage in Southern Argentine. ‘The rise 


wds checked by an increase of 604,000 bu 
for the week in the European visible 
supply, following an increase last week 
of 1,382,000 bu, bringing the total to 
123,736,000 bu, against only 78,564,000 bu 
last year. The late market was strong 
and higher on reports of exports and ad- 
ditional crop damage reports. 

It is useless to comment on the Argen- 
tine situation, for reports are so con- 
flicting and absurd that even the trad- 
ers are disgusted with their rankness. 
A crop that changes its condition seven 
days in the week, one day being influ- 
enced by frost and the following day by 
“hot winds,” is the most peculiar crop 
the trade has been forced to estimate 
on in many a long day. It is also a 
strange fact that, although Broomhall 
is in the Argentine, he has so far been 
disinclined to either directly confirm or 
deny the reports of damage decisively. 
Most of his reports have been sent in 
to appear to come from private sources. 

It is the same old game in the wheat 
pit, with Armour interests holding up 
prices in Chicago in the face of gen- 
erally bearish conditions. If the muscle 
behind the manipulation is strong 
enough—and it has been in the past— 
prices may be held until a bull turn 
comes in the general market situation.
